The Czar's Ldfe. 


NEW YORK, April 28.—A letter from 


St. Petersburg gives a gloomy account of 
the new Czar's life at the .castle of Gots- 
chiua, thirty miles from the capital. Be- 
fore the court removed thither, several 
hundred artizans of the Preshrajinsky 
regiment were sent to make the necessary 
alterations. 
At midnight they were as- 


sembled in Gotschina, and were sworn to 
silence, death or Siberia being the pen- 
alty tor violation of the oath. Ten rou- 
bles were given each man. The altera- 
tions were made in forty-eight hours. 
"Vodki," a Russian drink, soon loosened 
the tongues of the workmen, aud the fol- 
lowing is a description of the precautions 
against assassination made in the palace 
of the Czar: A subterranean passage 
leads from the Czar's room to the 
stables, where a number of horses are 
kept saddled aud bridled day and night. 
Sentinels are posted at intervals ot twenty 
yards around the building. The imperial 
bedroom has iwo windows, protected at 
night bv massive iron shutters, which 
can only be reached trom outside by pass- 
ing through three spacious anti-chambers 
in which are posted 
eighty Cossacks 


armed to the teeth. They are allowed to 
•speak and move, about iu the on ter roc,rns, 
but in the hall adjoining the Czar's btfcl- 
room, perfect silence is maintained. 
At 


the General's right is a knob of an e?^- 
tric aparatus, which rings the bells iu'-<eV- 
ery guard house within the palace ground. 
When the Czar is about to retire, before 
shutting the door he removes the outer 
handle, so no entrance can be effected un- 
til he himself opens the door from the in- 
side. Unlike his father, he cannot endure 
armed soldiers in the bed chamber.

Referring lo a convention held 
in the previous year to promote kindred in- 
terests, the report says that "District soci- 
eties were rapidly formed, and immigration 
issues of newspapers were widely circulated; 
money was raised by subscription or appro- 
priated by county courts, and the results 
were beyond the dream of the most imag- 
inary." Kansas has been doing very effect- 
ive work in this lino for a number of years; 
and Missouri is tempted to follow her ex- 
ample by witnessing the rlight to that state 
of tens of thousands of people who might 
have been induced to stop in Missonri, had 
suitable agencies been early employed. 


THE latest udvicei from England repre- 


sent that every day increases the prospect 
tuft crops will be a total or large partial 
failure. Long continued drouth, frosts and 
unusually cold weather have done immense 
injury. These facts, together with advices 
iu regard to probable failure of the wheat 
crop in a large area of Russia, indicate the 
likelihood of a serious deficit in the grain 
crops of Europe the present season. Amer- 
ican farmers, who keep an intelligent look- 
out for crop prospects, will not be slow to 
profit from these indications of short crops 
and higher prices. Without abating in the 
least the importance of diversified farming, 
wheat, after all, is our great staple, and the 
greater the yield in seasons of high prices, 
the better will it be for producers. 


THE millers of Minneapolis have been 


endeavoring to ascertain the amount of 
wheat still in the stack or unmarketed in 
various sections of the state, particularly 
on lines of railroad tributary lo a greater or 
less' extent to that point. It is estimated 
that on the Hastings & Dakota, there are 
from 300,000 to 600,000 bushels of wheat 
still to come in, and on the Sioux City road 
about 750,000 bushels. 
The 
Manitoba 


lines are expected to contribute from 750,- 
000 to 1,000,000 bushels, and the Minneap- 
lis & St. Louis, from 200,000 to 300,000 
bushels. There is very little in stack along 
the Northern Pacific railway, and there are 
not to exceed ^OO.VOO bushels to be market- 
ed on and north of the Northern Pacific. 
On the Southern Minnesota road there is 
but little wheat left in stack, but there is a 
large per cevt, remaining in the granaries, 
on account of the drifts on the wagon roads 
' and railroads, and the same report comes 


from the Wiuona and St. Peter line. "When 
the spring seeding is over, and the roads 
are settled, it will be much easier than now 
to determine the amount of wheat in -the 
State.

A very interesting account is siyen by an 


army surgeon as^ietaet, -who etatee that he 
was one of I the first to seize Rnssakott, and 
accompanipd him to the Prefecture. The 
writer,- Wapiti Gorokhoft, narrated that he 
was proceeding along _ the Eaterinofcky 
C«nal toward the Nervsky Proepect when he 
overtook a man of middle height' and long 
light hair, 'dressed in a thin overcoat and a 
tall fur cap. ' Tbe mail was carrying a smaJ 
whit* parcel. The Emperor's carriage ap- 
peared on fhe eanaj road, and having saint- 
ed the. Emperor, who, Gorokhoff sayg, 're- 
turned his 'salutations, he beard a violent 
explosion, i -which impelled, him forward, 
iiccl looking around - he saw a Cossack 
fall from 'his horse and another stag- 
gering. The man -whom he had previously 
observed then ran toward the Jieveky Pros- 
pect without any parcel in his hand, and he 
seized him, a polieceman aud two soldiers 
immediately laying hold of the man. 
The 


Emperor ajpproac-hed them, asked if he was 
the criminal, ordered him'to.be searched, 
and tamed, proceeding toward his carriage. 
Gorokhofl" appears to have a dim recollec- 
tion of having seen a man of short statnre 
go quickly toward -the • Timperoi', and then 
s?oinething *vas thrown either by this man or 
from between tbe railings of the canal, 
whif-h fell at tbe Emperor's feet -with a 
deafening explosion.

room Russakoff nrst gave a fictitious name, 
but soon > acknowledged his real name. 
Among otjber things, he stated that he hnd 
met his friends the week previously, who 
bad explained to him that on the Sun- 
day following he would have to shoot at the 
Emperor. 
Kussakoft' also affirmed that he 


knew others wonld be appointed to carry 
ont the same deed, birt did not know who 
they were. About 1 p. m. he had proceed- 
ed to the (Canal Road, but being too early, 
walked across the bridge to the small mar- 
ket place cd>acent. There Eussakoff says 
he met a young woman, seventeen years of

COUSTESS OF DERWENTWATER. 


On the 24th of February, 1716, James R»d- 


cliffe, third and last Earl of Berwentwater, W»B 
beheaded on Tower Hill for complicity in the 
rebellion by which, during tbe previous year, 
the Pretender had endeavored to capture the 
English throne. He was young and popular, 
and hift demise was lamented by am arnaj of 
his tenants and dependents of all sorts. Hie 
magnificent estates -wore confiscated by the 
crown, bat under some very curious condi- 
tions. 


At the age of twenty-throe the earl had mar- 


ried Anna Maria, eldest daughter of Sir John 
Webb, of Canford, Dorset. By her he had a 
eon, the Hon. John Radcliffe, and a daughter, 
who married the eighth Lord Petrie. 
When 


his father was executed the government, thongh 
it seized bis estates, permitted John Radchffe 
to remain a tenant of them, and also paid to 
bis sister She fortune of £12,000 the earl had 
pledged himself for as a dower to her. This 
daughter, it mnst be mentioned, was born after 
her father's death, in 171(5. Lady Derwent- 
water died of smallpox shortly after her hus- 
band. Her eon was killed by an accident in 
1731, and her daughter was married in 1732. 


It was, however, asserted that the reported 


death of John Rudohffe was merely a scheme 
on the part of his friends to protect him against 
hie Hanoverian enemies, who sought his life. 
Some eay that he died ut tbe age of nineteen, 
at the house of his maternal grandfather, Sir 
John Webb, in Great Marlboroneh street, ou 
the 31st of December, 1731. Others main- 
tain that he was thrown t rom his horse and 
killed during hie residence in France. Bui the 
most recent statement is that his interment 
was a s-bam, and was part of a well-devised 
plan for facilitating his escape from France to 
Germany during tbe prevalence of rumored 
attempts to restore the Stuarts, and that, after 
marrying the Countess of Waldsteine-\Vaten>, 
tie lived,bearing her name, to tbe age of eight v- 
eix. 


By this reputed marriage it in said that he 


had a son who was called James Anthony Rad- 
cliffe, and who in his turn espoused a descend- 
ant of John Sobieski, of Poland. 
To them a 


daughter was bora and was named Amelia. 
Her first appearance at tbe home of her sup- 
posed ancestors was very peculiar, and the re- 
port of her proceedings, which appeared in the 
Hoxham Courant of the 29th of September, 
18C8, was immediately transferred into the 
London papers, and was quoted from them by 
almost the entire provincial proas. That ac- 
count said: 


"This morning great excitement was occa- 


sioned in the neighborhood of DUeton by the 
appearance of Amelia,'Countess of Derwent- 
water, with a retinue of servants, at the old 
baronial castle of her ancestors—Dilston Old 
Castle—and at once taking possession of the 
old ruin. Her ladyship, who is a fine-looking 
elderly lady, was dressed in an Austrian mili- 
tary uniform, and wore a sword by her side in 
the most approved fashion. 
She was accom- 


panied, as we have said, by several retainers, 
who were not long in unloading the wagon-load 
of furniture they had brought with them, and 
quickly deposited the various goods and chat- 
tels in the old castle, the rooms of which, as 
most of our readers are aware, jive without 
roofs; bat a plentiful Hupply of stout tarpau- 
lins, Which are provided for "the. purpose, will 
soon make the apartments habitable, if not 
quite as comfortable aa those which the count- 
ess baa just left 
In the course of the morn- 


ing her ladyship was visited by Mr. C. J. Grev, 
tho receiver of the Greenwich Hospital estates, 
who informed her she was trespassing upon the 
property of the commissioners, and thai ho 
would be obliged to report the circumstance to 
their lordships. 
Her ladyship received Mr. 


Grey with great courtesy, and informed that 
gentleman sne was acting under the advice of 
her legal advisers, and that she was quite pre- 
pared to defend the legality of ner proceed- 
ings. 
The sides of the principal room have 


already been hung with the Derwentwater fam- 
ily pictures, to some of which the countess 
bears a marked resemblance, and the old bar- 
onial flag of the unfortunate family already 
floats proudly from tho summit of the flue, 
thongh old and dilapidated tower." 


The peasantry eagerly accepted as a bona 


fide mistress tbe woman who claimed to be de- 
scended from the hero of their many fireside 
legends. 
The government, which, upon tho 


death of her alleged grandfather, had bestowed 
the Derwentwater estates on Greenwich Hos- 
pstal, stood on no ceremony with tho intruder, 
though. Officials were sent to throw her ont 
of doors, and did so. Then she and her fol- 
lowers camped in the neighborhood, where the 
peasantry fed them, and watched for t, chance 
to seize the castle. 
They remained there till 


winter drove them indoors, but as soon as tho 
weather moderated the "countess" entered tho 
field again. 
The case now being carried into 


the courts, she was declared a common va- 
grant 


Nothing danntod by this, though, she marched 


into"the presence of the agent who was collect- 
ing the Derwentwater rants, on November 17, 
1869, at the head of her attendants and in full 
uniform, and ordered the discontinuance of tho 
proceedings. She was thrown out, and noth- 
ing in particular was beard of her till January 
5, 187O, when a great demonstration in her 
favor took place at Consett, in the county of 
Durban. A few daya before a large quantity 
of live stock had been seized at the instance ctf 
the countess for rent alleged to be due her. and 
an interdict had been obtained against her pro- 
hibiting her from disposing of it. 
However, 


she defied the law, and- in the midst of some- 
thing like a riot tbe cattle were sold, flags were 
raised, and speeches were made. 
Such conduct could not be tolerated. The 
lords of the admiralty formallv announced that

Naphthaline — V N'-ew Insecticide. 
< 


Professor Taylor of the agricultural de- 


paitment has been making some interesting 
experiments with naphthaline as an in- 
secticide, aud reported the results at a re- 
ceut meeting of the district of Columbia 
Horticultural Society. 
He says: "If seeds, 


grains, dormant plants, vines, etc., be 
placed in any tight vessel and a small quan- 
tity of the naphthaline be introduced into 
the vessel and it then be covered, in a few 
hours any insect that may infest them will 
be asphyxiated." The Professor exhibited 
a jar containing some Egyptian corn, which 
two years ago had been received at the de- 
partment, was .dive with small beetles. 
The noise of their gnawing was distinctly 
heard. Of course the seeds would be de- 
stroyed unless the insects were. A small 
quantity of the naphthaline was mixed with 
the seed and very soon the noise ceased, 
the vermin being destroyed by its action. 
To te^t the question whether the seeds had 
been injured, he recently had asked Mr. 
Saunders to test their vitality by pointing a 
small quantity in some of the propagating 
houses. They grew nicely, thus showing 
that this substance does not destroy vegeta- 
ble life when used chemically pure. 


Causes'of Dpciine Among American Women. 


The causes of decline among American 


women, writes the Kingstown Freemaat, are 
not due wholly to their own folly or that of 
theii parents. Too much time, perhaps, is 
wasted on the "accomplishments;" but is to 
be noted that m schools for girls more and 
more attention is being given, to physical 
culture. The day of wasp-like waists, thin 
shoes, low and thin dresses, and French 
cosmetics is nearing Rs close. Our women 
begin to appreciate the value of good health, 
the comfort of feeling well, and the advan- 
tage of amiable and sunny tempers. 
But 


they labor under some disadvantages. 
Many of them had foolish mothers and in- 
herit their weakness, ailments and disfigure- 
ments. Bat the great destroyer of female 
health and beauty in America is malaria. 
Our country is new and a great portion of 
it is not yet drained or cleared of forests. 
Even foreigners who come to us rosy and 
rubicund sometimes sbow the effect of bad 
air and noxious vapors in sallow complex- 
ions and debilitated bodies. 
Every man 


and every woman who moves irito a new- 
section must go through a course of "fever 
and ague," which sometimes leaves them 
with shattered constitutions. 
The next 


generation is sure to feel the weakening ef- 
fect of this, even though the miasma may 
have dried up long before they come upon 
the stage of life. Consequently there is a 
process of deterioration going on, the most 
serious effects of which are manifested in 
women, because they have not the oppor- 
tunity to repel them by vigorous out-door 
life.
